the pupils, 
perplexing their minds, 
w’orrying their tem pers, rasping their 
nerv es, and, in case of total or partial 
failure, unnecessarily and unrighteously 
shocking and im pairing their self-re­ 
spect and scholarly am bition.” 
Gen. 
W alker will please accept thanks all 
around. 
Think of arithm etics with im­ 
possible problem s in them, which keep 
the children awake half the night be­ 
cause they can’t work them o u t!

Tho fable of Sisyphus 
aud his rock is realized by the ballet 
danoer. 
She is the race horse which 
pays with is rest, its embonpoint, and 
its liberty for tbe rapid v ictories in the 
field. M/A. Second tells in his curri ms 
"Petits Mysteres do l’Opera” that Mile. 
Taglioni, after a two hours’ lesson by 
her father, fell fainting on the floor of 
her room and remained unconscious 
while she was undressed, sponged, and 
redressed. 
The lightness of her marv el­ 
ous dancing before the audience was 
paid for with such a price. 
Mille. 
Taglioni’s example is rigorously fol­ 
lowed by other dancers, and there are- 
some who, through bodily defects, hav e 
unusual difficulties to ov ercome and 
torture themselv es with a barbarous 
ferocity.

proached the Eng lish prime minister on a 
similar errand, or imh*ed ujkui 
any pretext, 
and the premier was not slow to recognize 
the fact. 
Tho deputation was received with 
the utmost consideration, nnd the undoubted 
iin[K)rtance of their mission was g iven due 
attention. 
In replying to the statem ent of grievances 
j » resented by tho deputation, Lord » Salisbury 
enteral into the spirit of indignation m ani­ 
fested by his visitors, and indicated in tho 
plainest possible manner his thorough appre­ 
ciation of the disadvantag es to which British 
workmen are subjected by the “ pernicious” 
system in vogue abroad, and against w hich 
there are now no leg itim ate retaliatory meas­ 
ures available. 
His unhesitating advice to 
Englishmen to return blow for l>lowT denotes 
that the leader of tho Conservative party is 
alive to 
the vital importance uf m itig ating 
tho condition of tho laboring classes, and that 
the strong arm of the government is'to be 
lifted in their behalf in their contest ag ainst 
foreign incursions into the precincts of English 
labor, rendering com petition impossible.

opinions are

The opinions of the French 
Archbishop of New Orleans, and the

M., are not known for a certainty , bu t 
they are thou ght to bo opposed to la­ 
bor organizations.

Religion an d Amu semen t. 
It is strange how little modem re­ 
ligiou s leaders seem to realize the inti 
mate relation which ex ists or shou ld 
between religion and amu sement, and 
how u tterly they fail of av ailing them 
selv es of the u niv ersal lov e of pleasu re 
to adv ance ethical tru th. 
The religion 
of the ancients was so intimately inter 
wov en with the tex tu re of his daily life 
that ho was hardly able to conceiv e of 
the ex istence of either apart from the 
other. 
A festiv al w as as closoly con 
nected with the theology of the times 
as was a serv ice in tho temple, and 
only differed in its relations to the gods 
in l>eing less solemn and less ex plicitly 
an art of worship. 
Dance and theat­ 
rical representation began with libation 
and sacrifice, and if the Greeks were 
prov ided with a mu ltitu de of deities 
which mu st hav e been somewhat be­ 
wildering ev en to the most dev ou t, they 
at least set apart nothing either of 
placo or circu mstance in which they did 
not see a deity activ ely present 
The same is u ndou btedly tru e of the 
early Christians, althou gh the stress of 
persecu tion u nder which they embraced 
the new doctrines left to them little of 
that pagan joy ou sness which had too 
often degenerated into a freedom which 
119 ethical code, howev er broad, cou ld 
be stretched to cov er. 
They went 
abou t with their liv es in their hands, 
and it is hardly too mu ch to say that 
the ex ternal gloom of the y ou thfu l of 
Christianity has left a trace of ou tward 
solemnity which from being a natu ral 
effect of su rrou ndings has come to be 
little better than a su perstition. 
To­ 
day , after centu ries checkered with 
tolerance and persecu tion, there ex ists 
a deep-seated and illogical feeling that 
joy ou sness, if not positiv ely u nchris­ 
tian, is at least u nspiritu al. 
The early 
Christians probably had no theory on 
the su bject 
Religion was the one v ital 
fact of life for them, and they had no 
need to consider ethical su btilities of 
demeanor. 
Too emphatic dwelling u pon the 
proneness of the hu man heart to ev il 
and u pon tho difficu lty of indu cing men 
to cleav e to right things, dev eloped 
after some generations tho ev il notion 
that since man u nwillingly chose good 
whatev er was diagreeable to him mu st 
be his du ty . 
Pu ritanism, with all its 
brav e heroism of godliness, was thor­ 
ou ghly satu rated with tho idea. 
Tho 
stern sou ls of ou r ancestors delighted in 
enhancing the terrors and difficu lties of 
the Heav enly way , thereby enhancing 
in their minds the worth and joy s of the 
celestial rewards to be won at last. The 
later reaction of to-day , instead of dis­ 
criminating between the essentials and 
the accidents of Pu ritanism, has en­ 
deav ored to reject the whole together. 
The sensu ou s side of hu man natu re u n­ 
natu rally repressed, has risen in rev olt 
and demanded ev ery thing; and any re­ 
ligion which desires to reach or to hold 
tho dou bters of the present generation 
mu st reckon with this fact. 
Tho Roman Catholic Chu rch has al­ 
way s, to a wide ex tent, taken the sen­ 
su ou s side into accou nt. 
It has had the 
amu sements of the people u nder its 
control, or at least it has taken cog- 
nizanco of them positiv ely instead of 
negativ ely . 
It lias carefu lly gu arded 
against the growth of that idea wherein 
lies one of the greatest dangers which 
menaces the Protestant chu rch to-day , 
the assu mption that religion was one 
thing and the condu ct of daily life an­ 
other. 
The chu rch which has a share 
in the amu sements of its people is 
meeting them u pon the most persu a­ 
siv e footing.—Bo sto n Co u rier. 


Natu re the Great Teacher. 
In his new’ book, “Natu re’s Teach­ 
ings,” the Rev . J. G. Wood has dis­ 
cu ssed a su bject not before handled at 
length. Its object is to show how man’s 
implements and mechanical 
dev ices 
hav o been anticipated in natu re. 
He 
asserts that tliero is no inv ention of 
man which is not anticipated, that all 
his mechanical dev ices hav e been u sed 
in natu re for cou ntless centu ries. 
He 
claims that the great discov ers of the 
S fu tu re w ill be those w ho carefu lly stu dy 
the natu ral world. 
The bu rr stones of mills are a copy of 
molar teeth. 
The hoofs of a horse are 
made of parallel plates like a carriage 
spring. 
The finest file made by man is 
a rou gh affair when compared with a 
Du tch ru sh u sed by cabinet makers. 
The jaws of the tu rtle and tortoise aro 
natu ral scissors. 
Rodents hav e chisel 
teeth, and hippopotami hav e adz teeth, 
which are constantly repaired as they 
are worn. 
The carpenter’s plane is an­ 
ticipated by the jaws of a bee. 
The 
woodpecker has a powerfu l little ham­ 
mer. 
The div ing-bell only imitates the 
work of the water spider. 
This insect, 
althou gh as easily drowned as au y 
other, spends a great part of its life u n­ 
der water. Hav ing constru cted a small 
cell u nder the water, it clasps a bu bble 
of air between its pair of legs and div es 
down to the entrance of its cell, into 
which the bu bble is pu t. 
A propor­ 
tionate amou nt of water is thu s dis­ 
placed, and when all of it is ex pelled 
the little animal takes u p its abode in 
this su baqu eou s retreat. 
In lay ing its eggs on the water, the 
gnat combines them in a mass shaped 
somewhat like a life-boat. It is impos­ 
sible to sink it wdthou t tearing it to 
pieces. 
The iron mast of a modern 
ship is strengthened by deep ribs ru n­ 
ning along its interior. 
A porcu pine 
qu ill is strengthened by similar ribs. 
When engineers fou nd that hollow 
beams were stronger than solid ones, 
they only discov ered a principle which 
had been u sed in natu re for centu ries 
before the creation of man. 
A wheat 
straw, if solid, cou ld not su pport a 
heav y head. 
The bones of the higher 
animals, if solid, wou ld hav e to be a 
great deal heav ier to bear the weight 
which they hav e to su pport. The frame­ 
work of a skip resembles the skeleton 
of a herring, and he who w ou ld improv e 


aerial nav igation might stu dy the skel­ 
eton of a bird with adv antage. 
Palissy 
made a carefu l itu dy of the » hells by 
the seaside, in order to learn the best 
method of forty fy ing a town. 
The ship worm feeds on w’ood, and 
gradu ally tu nnels its w’ay throu gh any 
su bmerged timber. 
It also lines its 
bu rrow with a hard, shelly coating. 
Bru nei, taking a hint from this, was the 
first to su cceed in su banu atie tu nnel­ 
ling. 
The Eddy stone lighthou se is 
bu ilt on the plan of a tree tru nk, and 
fastened to the rock in a manner some­ 
what similar to tho way a tree « is 
fastened to the soil. 
It is su pposed 
that the first idea of a su spension bridge 
was su ggested by the creepers of a 
tropical forest. 
Mr. Wood giv es an interesting ac­ 
cou nt of the origin of the plau for the 
Cry stal Palace. 
Mr. Pax ton, a gar­ 
dener, hav ing noticed the stru ctu re of 
the great leav es of tho Victoria Regia, 
a plant which had been introdu ced into 
England a few y ears prev iou s, stru ck 
the plan of copy ing in iron the ribs of 
the leaf, and filling the remaining space, 
which corresponds to the cellu lar por­ 
tions of tho leaf, with glass. 
Thu s, by 
copy ing natu re, an obscu re gardener 
became 
8 ir Joseph Pax ton, the great 
architect.

POPULAR SCIENCE. 


It has been observ ed 
in Ottawa, 
Canada, that the introdu ction of the 
electric light in street illu mination h as 
facilitated the collection of entomologi­ 
cal specimens, particu larly of rare 
species, as insects of all kinds are at­ 
tracted to the lamps in large nu mbers. 
T he Paris Academy of Medicine has 
been 
discu ssing 
the bad resu lts of 
mental strain on y ou ng persons, 
A 
particu larly hard bearing of the process 
w as shown u pon French girls, 12,000 of 
whom are competing for diplomas en­ 
titling them to 2,000 appointments in 
Gov ernment schools. 
T he New* Zealand earthqu ake is said 
to hav e changed Lake Bobomahana, 
w hich was renowned for its terraces of 
gleaming silica, its hot springs and its 
gey sers, into an ex panse p i seething 
mu d, u nlov ely to look u pon. 
Another 
resu lt of the earthqu ake has been to 
add 3 00 feet to the height of Mou nt 
Tarawera. 
P rof. A. L andmark, chief director of 
the Norwegian fisheries, asserts that 
tinder fav orable conditions a salmon 
may sometimes ju mp six teen feet per­ 
pendicu larly , and that when the fish’s 
leap is a foot or two short of the height 
of a waterfall it often su cceeds in com­ 
pleting the ascent by a dex terou s u se 
of the tail. 
M. G avol has ascertained that the 
absorption of atmospheric ox y gen by 
coal du st u su ally produ ces the rise iu 
fiie temperatu re to which spontaneou s 
combu stion is du e. 
Lignite is ignited 
at tho low temperatu re of 3 00 degrees 
anthracite at 575 degrees and other 
v arieties of coal in a pow dered state, at 
intermediate temperatu res. 
A ser ies of charts, showing the su r­ 
face temperatu res of tho Atlantic coast 
waters, from Main to Florida, is u nder 
preparation by the United States Fish 
Commissioner, assisted by the Light­ 
hou se Board and Signal Serv ice. 
Ob­ 
serv ations, cov ering fiv e y ears in time, 
hav e thu s far been made at twenty -fou r 
lighthou se stations. 
The temperatu res 
at the sov eral stations are shown for 
each y ear by ten-day means, and in su ch 
a manner as to giv e the isothermal re­ 
lations of the stations.

Arnold Arboretu m, of Harv ard Col­ 
lege, estimates that fiv e foreign trees 
are planted in New England to one 
nativ e. 
Yet, of all foreign trees intro­ 
du ced into America, the willow alone, 
lie thinks, has qu alities not possessed 
in a greater degree by some nativ e. 
The Eu ropean oak and the Scotch 
Au strian and Corsican pities all die at 
aliou t the time when they shou ld be at 
their prime, and the Norway spru ce, at 
a corresponding age, is decrepit and 
u nsightly . 
It is said, on tho au thority of “an 
American railway engineer,” that low 
temperatu res 
do 
not decrease 
the 
strength of rails, as is commonly su p­ 
posed, althou gh it is tru e that acci­ 
dents are more likely to occu r from 
broken rails in cold w eather. 
This is 
becau se, when the grou nd is frozen 
hard, it loses its elasticity . 
Nev erthe­ 
less, something mu st y ield when the 
train ru ns ov er the road; it is the 
grou nd that y ields in u nfrozen weather; 
bu t du ring a freeze the grou nd w ill not 
y ield, and the rail, as being the weakest 
part of the stru ctu re, has to su ffer the 
consequ ences.

Ev ery national society there, 
also, will bo restored to their ancient 
limits, and to the kind of gov ernment, 
good or bad, as they choose. 
I believ e 
the restoration of the Bou rbon is tho 
onlv point on which France cou ld bo 
rallied, and that their re-establishment 
is better for that cou ntry than civ il 
wars, whether they shou ld be a peace­ 
able nation u nder a military despot of 
geniu s. 
To u s alone this brings mis­ 
fortu ne. 
It rids of all other enemies a 
ty rannical nation, 
fu lly armed and 
deeply embittered by the wrongs they 
hav e done u s. 
They may greatly dis­ 
tress indiv idu als in their circu mstances, 
bu t the soil and tho men will remain 
u nconqu erable by them, and drinking 
deeper daily a more deadly , u nqu ench­ 
able, and ev erlasting hatred to them. 
How mu ch less money wou ld it cost to 
them and pain to u s to nou rish mu tu al 
affections and mu tu al 
interests and 
happiness! Bu t the destru ctiv e pas­ 
sions seem t-o hav e been implanted iu 
man as one of the obstacles to his too 
great mu ltiplication. While we aiv thu s 
gu awed, howev er, by natu ral hatreds, 
we retire with delight into the bosom 
of ou r indiv idu al friendships, in the fu ll 
feeling ot which I salu te y ou affection­ 
ately . ”

“ Milling” the edge of our gold and 
silver coins, termed also “ graining” and* 
“ crenating,” first employed in 10-1 (>, to 
prevent their being injured by wear, and 
more especially by being clipped by 
rogues, is a hint taken from the ancient 
Syrians and Romans, who treated their 
coins similarly and for like reasons, by 
cutting out regular notches round the 
border, so as to show the inside of the 
metal. 
But the old forgers were not to 
1)0 so easily beaten, and made corresj end­ 
ing incisions in their copier imitations, 
I dating them over with silver. 
Clipping, 
tiling and sweating coins—that is, im­ 
mersing them in some strong acid that 
will eat away the surface, thus causing 
them to lose their weight, and conse­ 
quently their value—are among the clum­ 
sier dodges; while the plan of covering 
pieces of iron, lead, copper, or other 
metal, cut to the uire and slmi>e of the 
coin to be imitated, with a thin plate of 
gold or silver neatly stamped and soldered 
at the edges, which can only lie detected 
by weight and sound, calls for a greater 
degree of skill and manipulation.—Cham- 
liens’ J ournal.

There is nn old German restaurant in 
New York which is celebrated among the 
Germans, but probably not one out of a 
hundred know of its existence*. 
It is 
away ov*r on the east side of New York 
in nn ancient, dilapidated looking house. 
After climbing a short lilglit of broken 
stone 8tej>s if entered a long, spacious 
apartment filled with fuUy fifty Germans, 
all talking together and keeping up a 
lively accompaniment with the rattle of 
their knives and forks. 
Sev eral active 
waiters shouted out the orders in Ger­ 
man, and the numerous dishes on the 
bill.of fare were nil written in the same 
language. 
Not an American face could 
bo seen in the entire gathering, and the 
waiter, in addressing a customer, took it 
for granted that the latter understood the 
language of the fatherland. 
A German friend who was with me did' 
the ordering and some astonishing dishes 
were placed before us. 
A very highly 
seasoned soup, containing a quantity of 
diminutive, flat, imported peas, opened 
the fray. 
Then came a mysterious fish 
salad flanked by an equally problematical 
dark brown sauce, strongly seasoned 
with garlic. 
After the fish three kinds 
of meat, accompanied by half a dozen dif­ 
ferent vegetables, were plumped down 
upon the table along with a lxittle of ex­ 
cellent r**d wine. 
Roast turkey was then 
served, with a salad made of thinly 
sliced celery root. 
A dish made of im­ 
ported sausage, cabbage and potatoes was 
one of the luxuries of the repast. 
The 
dinner came to nil end with the usual 
black coffee and brandy. 
After dinner 
the tables were cleared, cigars lighted 
and those who wished to could pass the 
lialance of the evening in drinking lieer 
and playing cards. 
When 1 left the at­ 
mosphere was blue with smoke and the 
din of voices louder than ever.—Brook­ 
lyn Engle. 


S tam p ed Col us for China. 
China will shortly l>o supplied with 
stauqied coins of her own for the first 
time in h« *r history. 
The government 
lias purchased of an English manufac­ 
turer at Birmingham coining presses and 
all the apparatus of a mint, which will 
La* set up in China within a year. 
Hitherto the coins mainly in circulation 
have l>een small brass tokens, roughly 
cast in sand, about the size of n luilf- 
penny, and ¡x*rforated with a square hole, 
fry which they 
are strung together. 
They are of infinitesimal value, being 
equal to the one thousandth part of the 
dollar or five shillings. 
The currency of higher value is silver 
in the form of halls and bars, the value 
of which is calculate* 1 by weight. 
There 
is also some panor currency, and Mexican 
dollars have circulated freely. 
The new 
machinery will turn out the dollar, and 
three lesser coins in silver equal to one- 
half. one-fifth and Ane-tenth, nnd also 
the brms coins equal to one thousandth 
jxirt of th‘* dollar. • The presses will turn 
out 2,7 00,000 coins per day, of the value 
of £ 23,050. 
The brass coins will retain 
the square hole, which prevailed from 
time immemorial, this l>eing a point 
which Chinese conservatism could not 
forego.—Ilomo J ournal.

I sometimes question if the sewing 
machine has been as groat a boon to 
women as is popularly supposed.

women who get their living by sewing 
earned just as much in the old time, for 
they got C'l for making a chemise that 
took a couplo of days to build where now 
the women rattle oil ten of them for 
ten cents a piece.
